In tho last twenty years tho Govern-; 


rncnt has paid for interest on tho public 
debt the enormous sum of $2,000,000,- 
000, a sum which would defray all the 
expenses of tho Government, excepting, 
interest on the public debt, for nearly 
nine years to come, at the present rate 
of expenditure ; and for nearly thirty- 
five years if the expenses could be *Jim- 
itcd to what they were in I860. — Wash- 
ington Cor. N. Y. Sun.

PORTSMOUTH, O , 'May 22 —Another 


appalling catastrophe occurred near.here 
last night, by which three persons lost 
theli lives. 
Samuel Ackerman and lam- 


lly lived in a story-and-a-half farm noose, 
on Man's Run, eight miles from this city. 
They were awakened about ten o'clock 
by the crackling of flames devouring their 
home.

ones,

those below were saving a lew articles of 
furniture, 
bhe again went into the burn- 


ing building to get her trunk. Not re- 
turning, her father ran up the stairway 
and called to her come down, and she was 
heard to moan, "I can't." The mother 
then followed them up, when the roof 
fell m, burying all three in the blazing 
wreck. This morning the charred re- 
mains ol the bodies were found. Two were 
found together, as though they had died 
In embrace, and near the remains of the 
fatal trunk. 
The other was found io,a 


corresponding position at the top of the 
stairway. 
It is supposed tlut the young 


lady had became blinded and suffocated 
by the smoke, and that the others, in try- 
ing to rescue her, had met the same fate. 
They leave seven children, live ol whom 
arc email, and are being cared for by sym- 
pathizing neighbors. 
Tho building was 


ignited from a stove in the kitchen. 
The 


loss to building and contents is not great. 


Landing the Bennett-Maokey Cable.

The Situation at Pittsburgh. 


PiTTSBUKGH, PA., May 22.—A more 


complete understanding of the exact con- 
dition of the Penn Bank and a feeling 
that they will be able to pay all liabilities, 
together with tho concerted action of the 
bankers last night, has had a reassuring 
effect, and confidence to a large extent 
haa been restored. It was feared that 
there would be runs on several bants 
reported on the street last night, as in a 
weak condition, but a visit to tho alleged 
shaky institutions at noon fcnnd, all se- 
rene, with checking out not mnci'greater 
than usual. 
The bankers expressed 


themselves as perfectly able to meet the 
demands made on them. The officers of 
the Penn Bank are busy to-day getting 
affairs in shape for resumption to- 
morrow. , 
Their 
clearances 
were 


made 
good 
to-day, and to-morrow 


they will open their doors with «GOO,- 
000 in cash on tho counters. Many of the 
largest depositors have signified their In- 
tention of allowing their money to lie in 
the bank, and long before the regular 
hour for opening this morning a number 
of the heaviest depositors forced their 
way to the side entrance and insisted on 
making deposits. The bank refused to 
accept them, however, until they resume 
to-monow. 


Bankers Before the Grand Jury. 


DALLAS, TEX., May 23.—Much interest 


is aroused by tho fact that the Grand Jury 
has had many persons connected with the 
various banking houses before It. 
The 


rumor prevails that nearly all tho banks 
have been, or are about to be, indicted 
for false rendition of taxable values, the 
amount rendered being much too low. 
Others say the presence of the bankers in 
the jury-room is to enlighten the Grand 
Jury as to where certain cotton-fraud 
money has found a lodgement, as new in- 
dictments in the cottou cases arc to be 
returned. 


THE jury which acquitted Wheeler
